m. Both drivers blinded by rain had 
their cars across the center line of 
the highway. 

Mrs. Sitler was taken to a wood- 
stock hospital suffering from a bro- 
ken leg. She and her husband were 
going home from Marengo, III., 
where 'they had taken her mother 
to meet and visit relatives. 

Mr. Sitler was born in Oregon, 
III, Mar. 26, 1894, and served 
Methodist churches in Plainfield, 
111., and Antioch before going to 
Waukegan 12 years ago. He supple- 
mented his preaching with work as 
teller at the First National Bank 
in Waukegan. He has been a Boy 
Scout leader since 1915 and was 
chaplain of the Oak Park council.

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Confounding The Critics 

"One of the difficulties we have in keeping up 
with and appraising the petroleum industry is the 
rapidity with which it, like all dynamic forces in our 
nation, can change and thus confound its analysts and 
its critics," said an official of a leading oil company 
the other day. "Because there were 'spot shortages' 
in fuel oil supply in the winter of 1947, a school of 
thought grew up in Washington to the effect that 
some sort of 'controls' ought to be exercised over pe- 
troleum as a 'scarce material'. However, before the 
professors and legislative counsels could get a good 
start on their bills for the 81st Congress, the supply 
situation changed from one of scarcity to one of sur- 
plus. Instead of crude shortages and product short- 
ages we have state governmental restrictions on crude 
production and industry restriction of refinery runs." 

This is a good example of the absurdity of the 
idea that we can fix any difficulty, real or imaginary, 
through laws and regulations and controls, A year or 
so ago, practically every government official who had 
anything to say about the matter forecast a serious 
oil shortage. But it didn't occur, even though demand 
kept on running at high levels. The reason it didn't" 
is found in the industry's capacity to do the near im- 
possible. Crude production was stepped up. Refinery 
and distribution facilities performed maximum duty. 
The oil went out to the consuming centers. 

This spectacular achievement by the oil in- 
dustry should be remembered if and when we hear 
more talk of possible shortages. The wholeTecord of 
free enterprise is one of peak performance whether 
conditions are favorable or otherwise.

Trouble For The Smaller Towns 

It is doubtful if the public fully realizes the 
dangers in the proposed measure to establish a na- 
tional minimum wage of 75 cents an hour for a 40- 



hour maximum week. One student of the problem 
summed it up in these words: "The bill would esta- 
blish a single nation-wide floor under the wage 
structure of the United States. A low floor Is one 
thing. A high floor is another. 

"When you have a low floor, you still leave 
primary control to local competition. When you have 
a high floor, you virtually eliminate the opportunity 
for increasing the effect of competition and thus in- 
crease the rigidity of the whole local system of busi- 
ness. This effect would be particularly serious in the 
small town and the local community." He then point- 
ed out that when we change the wage structure we 
also change the cost structure, and so the cost of 
living in little towns would approach the high-level 
of New York, San Francisco and other metropolises. 

The proposed new bill, as introduced in the 
House, contains no exceptions of importance — enter- 
prise, large or small, no matter where locaied, would 
come under it. The existing measure contains, for 
logical reasons, certain exceptions. One of these is 
retail business. Retail stores, by their nature, offer 
many employment opportunities for beginners and 
other unskilled workers. But the average retailer 
could not employ these people if the wage rate were 
set too high. He would, of necessity, have to seek 
ways and means to get by with a smaller payroll. 
And so there would be fewer jobs. 

In a country of-this size and variety the pro- 
posed new law would be a disruptive influence.

S J, Cronin, in charge of the 
i,i«tnu persons bureau, said in his 
Si 8 report to Chief of Detectives 
rtporee p. Mitchell. 

The burcau handled 23,516 caSeS 
n f nil types lost year. Of these, 
15 198 were hospital- cases involv- 
n e victims of aphasia, amnesia, 
ninting spells and other .temporary 
nilments, all of which were cleaned 
ud Captain Cronin said. The over- 
aU total in 1047 was 27,158. 

The number of adults and chil- 
dren reported missing from home 
«,as 6,317 as compared with 7,076 
in 1947. a drop of 759. Of this total, 
433 were boys and 316 girls, with 
the average age of the juveniles 

15 years. . 

The youngsters eventually picked 
up by the police and interviewed 
by the juvenile aid bureau of the 
police department offered a variety 
of reasons for leaving home. Some 
said they skipped because they 
just "didn't like school," others, 
that they had an unhappy home 
]tfe. More adventurous spirits had 
"a desire to see the world."

«]prs hijackers ond black market- 
ers 'are flourishing in waters aU 
the way from Southern China up to 
Korea and Japan. 

The sea-going Oriental criminal 
is D combination of Captain Kldd 
nnd the rum-runnerg and hijackers 
of American prohibition days. But 
his tastes are more varied. Hell 
pirate anything from a boatload 
of rice to gold bullion. 

Until recently, piracy was gen- 
erally confined to the coast of 
China, where it has actually been 
unchecked for a .thousand years. 
But the trade now Is extending. 

The smuggling trade in the area 
where the Korean peninsula divides 
the Japanese and Yellow seas has 
become so profitable it has attract- 
ed armed hl-jackers. Many smug- 
glers and their boats have Just dis- 
appeared. 

Uses Armed Junk

! in wait along a network of rivers 

which carry cargo and passengers 

;to Canton; or he lurks in the bays 

and inlets on both sides of Hong 

i Kong to the southeast.

; boats and motor vessels are at- 
; tacked almost every day. Few es- 
\ cape looting. Some end up with 

■ dead and wounded, and many a 
! Chinese has had to pay ransom to 
[ stay out of pirate hands. 

! Pirates recently fought a two- 
' day air, sea and land battle near 
> Hong Kong. 

Thugs were about to board and 
; loot a junk carrying rice when a 

• police launch showed up. The pl- 

■ rates opened up with machine guns 
! and headed for shore. Before long, 

a flying boat heavy with well-armed 
I police roared to a landing on the 
'river. Then, for two' days, the pi- 

• rates fought off the cops.

Lands Man in Jail 

GLOUCESTER, MASS., - A 
30-year-old Providence, R. I., 
man tried to play a "daily 
double ,, at the expense of West- 
ern Union, but instead of pay- 
ing off, it landed him in a police 
cell. 

First, the man went to the 
local Western Union office, de- 
posited $2,500 cash- and ordered 
it wired to a "William Taylor" in 
Springfield. That night he broke 
into the same office and rifled 
the safe, but it contained only 
$200, his $2,500 having been hid- 
den elsewhere. 

Next day the man appeared at 
Western Union in Springfield, 
identified himself as "William 
Taylor," and tried to collect the 
$2,500 he had wired. However, 
police had been tipped off and 
he was arrested. 

Police sold the man had hoped 
to regain his $2,500 from the 
Western Union safe, then hurry 
to Springfield and collect the 
$2,600 he had wired to "Wil- 
liam Taylor." 



The navy's only reference to the 
rocket's tremendous speed was a 
terse statement that it is "high in 
the supersonic range." Sound travels 
at about 750 miles an hour at sea 
level. 

The rocket was designed for the 
navy's "Bumblebee" missiles pro- 
gram, which involves the develop- 
ment of missiles for firing from the 
ground and from aircraft.

-sound missiles, such as those power-

At take-off the rocket provides 
nearly all the power, exerting a 
push "considerably in excess" of the 
75,000-pound thrust developed by the 
Nazi V-2 rocket. 

As speed builds up into the super- 
sonic range, the ramjet cuts in. The 
rocket finally falls away to earth and 
the ramjet continues to its target.

Of Proposed«Leper Colony 

i PEARL HARBOR.— The island of 
I Tinian in the Marshall islands, war- 
time base for B-29 atomic bomb- 
ing missions against Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, has been selected by the 
navy as the site of a proposed leper 
colony for Pacific" Island natives, 
Admiral, DeW|tt C. Ramsey, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Pacific fleet, 
announced. ' 

Tinian, which is 110 miles north 
of the Guam naval- base, was 
selected because of its proximity 
• to the center of logistics support 
for the western Pacific area, ^Ad- 
miral. Ramsey said. • 'the island Is 
inhabited at-., present by 275 'per.* 
sons, and is. the site of. a' commer- 
cial farming project. There: are no 
military personnel there.;" 'Its area 
is about 40 square 'miles.' 

A hospital ship which has been 
converted into a. floating medical 
iaboratory for an extended medi- 
cal survey of natives in Pacific 
trust territory /will , minister to the 
needs of 50,000 Pacific island 
nauyes under naval ^administration, 
while making the survey > the 
warshalls, Marianas and Carolines, 
tae medical staff will locate ailing 
opera in need of treatment. These 
wm be transported to Tinian, where 
rnedical facilities will be set up 
and navy medical men assigned.

LONDON.— Millions of people 
have heard of Britain's Louis Wain. 
Not so many years ago his draw- 
ings of cats were famous the world 
over. Children and adults alike 
waited eagerly week by week for 
his next batch of pictures. There 
were Louis Wain annuals, Louis 
Wain calendars, Louis Wain table- 
cloths, towels, toys, cushions and 
chair covers, 

Louis Wain was the Walt Disney 
of grandma's day— with a differ- 
ence. Each and every one. of his 
pictures showed cats, grave or gay, 
skittish or serious, young cats and 
old. With the adventures of a fam- 
ily of cats Louis Wain started the 
first strip cartoon. 

He earned thousands of dollars 
a week for each new cat adventure. 
Yet 25 years have passed since 
Wain disappeared abruptly from 
public life. : . 

Many of his admirers imagined 
him dead. Louis Wain drawings 
were still offered to editors but 
were no longer so freely accepted, 
for, instead of being playfully Im- 
pudent, some of the new cats were 
devilish and horrifying. Gradually 
even these offerings ceased and 
soon nearly all Louis Wain's new 
drawings were seized by a doctor 
and destroyed. 

Until his tragic death in the war 
years, Wain was confined in a men- 
tal home and in his lucid moments 
he said the cats had- accursed him. 

The ancient Egyptians revered 
cats as supernatural beings. 



Carrier Pigeon Hero 
0! World War II Dies 

FORT MONMOUTH, N. J,-One 
of the outstanding carrier pigeon 
heroes of World War II died at the 
signal corps pigeon breeding ond 
training center at Fort Monmouth 
where he had been living in retire- 
ment, , 

The bird was officially listed 
as Blackie Halllgan. During the 
height of the campaign of Guadal- 
canal Blackie returned .from a mis' 
sion badly wounded by Japanese 
flak but carrying a message from a \ 
164th infantry patrol that resulted 
in the extermination of 300 enemy 
troops. Blackie, with a long list of 
other successful missions In the 
Southwest Pacific, was cited by Gen. 
Alexander Patch, American divlson 
commander, and later decorated. 

The bird was hatched at Fort 
Monmouth in 1942. Last year *he 
fathered three young birds and 
these are now being trairfed by 
Otto Meyer, chief of the pigeon cen- 
ter. 




To Boll Carrots 

Use almost no water for boiling 
carrots — about one Inch in the bot- 
tom of a pan with a tight fitting 
cover. Add one-half teaspoon salt 
for each pound of carrots, or one- 
half teaspoon salt to each cup of 
water. Drop carrots into the boil- 
ing, salted water. Cover and boil 
gently— 10 to 20 minutes for the cut 
pieces and 15 to 20 minutes for the 
whole carrots. 



Western Trees 

West coast tree species put on 
their most growth during the sec- 
ond 50 years of their life. After that 
the volume of new wood added be- 
gins to decrease and the volume 
of decay increases. At the age oi 
300 years, volume of decay added 
begins to exceed the volume of 
new wood ond tho total volume of 
good wood ki the old tree actually 
decreases each year. 



Canning of Milk 

The Idea of preserving milk by 
concentrating it and heating it in 
sealed cans was brought to this 
country from Switzerland. Evap- 
orated milk was first prepared com- 
mercially in the little country town 
of Highland, 111., in 1885. It was only 
after several years of struggle. and 
experiment that evaporated milk 
became a commercial success.

Boston, Mass., June 6 — Breaking 
through the crust of ancient beliefs 
in material power, the postwar 
world is reaching out in an unpre- 
cedented e&ort for something bet- 
ter upon which to found a union of 
nations, ' The Christian Science 
Board of Directors declared today. 
Addressing several thousand 
Christian Scientists attending the 
annual meeting of the* Mother 
Church, The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston, Mass., the di- 
rectors viewed with satisfaction the 
world wide stir in human conscious- 
ness to discard the material for the 
spiritual. 

Physicians, they said, are giving 
more importance to thought in re- 
lation to disease. Natural scientists, 
they added, are gaining in their re- 
cognition of the insiibstantiality of 
matter. . 

Religious leaders everywhere, 
they pointed out, have developed a 
widespread sense of the need and 
reasonableness of greater and more 
direct evidences of spiritual power. 
In various other directions, the 
directors continued there is. a strong 
urge to look beyond mere human 
means for the establishment of 
stable government. 

The Directors' statement and the 
election of Miss Emma C. Shipman 
to the Presidency of The Mother 
Church for the ensuing year spark- 
ed an annual meeting filled with re- 
ports of marked progress in, the 
Christian Science movement 
throughout the globe. 

If Mary Baker Eddy, Discoverer 
and Founder of Christian Science, 
were here today, according to the 
new President, "she would see the 
signs of growth she most desired" — 
signs that stem from what Miss 
Shipman described as "a more 
steadfast consciousness of the all- 
power and all-presence of God. 

This consciousness was seen by 
the Directors of the Church as ra- 
pidly spreading throughout | the 
postwar world, where "beliefs long 
accepted are being questioned and 
discarded, as never before." 

"Not only the general stir in hu- 
man consciousness but definite, 
basic changes of concept in the ma- 
jor fields of science, theology, and 
medicine" were said by the Direc- 



tors to have contributed to a grow- 
ing respect for Christian Science and 
the spiritual healing for which it 
stands. 

"These are the three measures of 
meal to which Mrs. Eddy referred, 
science; theology, ' and medicine — 
and certainly great changes have 
been going on in all of them. 

"The changes plainly represent a 
yielding of human thought in some 
measure to' Truth, as revealed by 
Mrs. Eddy, and they have undoubt- 
edly created in manv quarters new 
and more . favorable attitudes 
toward her teaching".
